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SHUFELDT’S TREATY WITH COREA 


Savage Attacks Upon it By the Japanese Native Prees. 
WasHINnGTon, Auguast 14.—It is learned here 
that the Japanese mative newspapers are pull- 
ing Commodore *shufeldt’s Curean treaty to 
pieces savagely, amd at the same time criti- 
cising his method of securing it. It is asserted 
that he alternately depended upon Japanese 
and Chinese imtiuences to gain the atiention 
of the Corean government, and there is 
tone of protestation because Corea 
not inform Japan of her 
ch of licy in entering’ into 
commercial and diplomatic relations with 
outside countries. The Shufeldt treaty is 
characterized as unintelligible and inconsis- 
tent, in declaring that the United States and 
Corea sLali be regarded as onan equal foot- 
ing. thus making Vorea stand as an independ- 
ent kingdom. Nevertheless, tbe first article 
of the treaty prescribes that Corea is ade 
pendency of the middle kingdom, and that 
the president of the United States shall rec- 
agnize the relations of Corea to China as those 
of dependency. ‘The suegestion is made that 
out of this declaration truuble might arise in 
case an appeal on a dispute between 
the United states and Corésu were taken to 
the Peking government. The third article 
of the treaty, in providing that diplo- 
matic agents vt both countries may reside in 
the capitals of each other, is takenas an indi- 
cation that the two countries are to stand on 
an equal footing under the treaty. There is 
complaint amvuy the Japanese of a difficulty 
in understanding how Curea is to. be a tribu- 
tary of China and liable to be controlled by 
the Chinese government and yet to have an 
American diviomatic a,ent at her capital 
whose honor b.ay be itm pugned by Chinese 
interference. Quite counter to the Amerizan 
tariff policy is Commoduvre Shufeldt’s treaty 
when it touches the question of cusvoms and 
provides, in article V1i., that customs regula- 
tions shall be made by Corea and be commu- 
nicated to the United States authorities, 
who are to undertake that, there shall 
be cOmplianecé with them. The Japanese 
take this as meaning that Corea is to have her 
tariff made for her by foreign government, as 
Japan’s was made fur her, and it crosses the 
Japanese mind that this looks like an inter- 
ference with independent rights unlike the 
policy hitherto pursued by the United States 
in their relations with foreign nations. The 
Japanese rely upon President Arthur to up- 
hold what they understand to be the Ameri 
2an policy, and persue the same equitable 
and just policy toward Corea that the United 
States government has hitherto pursued to 
ward other neutral countries. The fact that 
the term the treaty is to run is not named, is 
also asubject of criticism, and great confi- 
dence is expressed that the senate will reject 
it.

Oxkiand te attend the child: Whilst watch- 
ing this child, another, the youngest, mani- 
fested similar symptoms of dysentery, and 
yesterday, by Dr. Norris’s advice, all of Mrs. 
Fiteh’s family started for Washington, but 
the baby, Maria Ewing Fitch, died on the 
cars just as the train came into the depot at 
Lo’ciock last night. Her little body is now 
lying at General Sherman's house, No. 817 
Fifteenth street, but will be taken to-night to 
St. Louis for interment.

THE ONE AT MATAMORAS, THE 
OTHER AT LONG BRANCH. 
The Progress of the Yellow Fever at Matamoras, 
Brownsville and Along the Rio Grande— Action 
of the Mississipp: State Board of Health— 
The Typhoid at Long Branch, 


LaRrEbo, Texas, August 14.—During the 24 
hours ended at 8 o'clock Saturday night 25 
new cases of yellow fever appeared in Brown- 
ville, and 23 in Matamoras. In the latter 
place eight deaths from the disease occurred, 
and in the formerone. On Sunday in Browns- 
ville 22 uew cases were reported, all 
Mexicans~ except one, and one 
death has occurred.. The northern mail was 
sent back from above. Thereis more alarm 
at a distance from Brownsville.than there is 
cause for yet. A thunder squall occurred 
yesterday, lasting half an hour. The physt 


cians are apprehensive of a change in the 


weather, which is showery, with a hot sun. 
At Matamoras eight deaths occurred on Sun- 
day, and the total for the week ended at 9a. 
m,. Sunday is fifty. 

A telegram received by the marine hospita- 
service from Brownsville to-day, report twenl 
ty-three new cases and one death. The col- 
leetor at Brownsville has been instructed to 
report daily during the continuance of the 
fever.

The pro- 
priewor of the hotel demands $2,500 from 
the family of each of the patients for 
allowing the latter to remain there ten days, 
and threatens that unless these sums are paid 
or the sick persons removed, he will shut up 
his house and prosecute ahyone who enters 
it. The friends of the patients refuse to pay 
these exhorbi:ant deniands for ten days 
board, and the physicians say that the 
patients cannot be moved without the risk of 
fatal consequences. 
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MURDER AND SUICIDE, 


A Family Found Butchered—Vendetta in Keatucky— 
Turning Out the Gan. 

EvANsVILLE, Ind., August 14.—On Sunday, 
in the northwestern part of this city, Alex: 
ander Weiber, a German saloon keeper, his 
wife and his little son, 7 years old, were 
found murdered in their house. The father 
and mother were in their bed and the boy in 
an adjoining room. The latter had evidently 
been killed while attempting to escape. The 
heads of all three were crushed witha hatchet 
and their throats were cut and mangled in 
the most brutal manner. 

An infant of six months was found un- 
harmedin itscrib. The mostintense excite- 
ment prevails and vigorous efforts are be- 
ing niade to discover the murderers. George 
Lenhart, Charles W. Carter, Phillip Vale and 
Joe Byrd, have been arrested on suspicion. 

Puttman, Ill., August 14.—Patrick H. 
Meehan, an employe of the Pullman 
works, went tO Chicago on Saturday night 
on business, leaving’ his little girls, seven 
and nine years old, in his house alone. He 
missed the last train and was obliged to re- 
main in the city ali night. On returning 
home on Sunday morning he discovered that 
the children had biown out the gas and were 
smothered to death. 

Fort Wayng, Ind., Angust 14.—Policeman 
Doyle, late yesterday afternoon, attempted to 
arrest -George Alexander and a companion 
for disorderly conduct. The two beat Doyle, 
injuring him very seriously. Doyle shot 
Alexander and left him for dead, while he 
took the other rough tothe station huuse, 
where he himself fell exhausted by his 
wounds and had to be carried home. Both 
roughs are from Charlottesville, Va. 

CATLETTSBURG, Ky., August 14.—In Pike 
county during the election on Monday a bloody 
affray occurred between the McCoy and 
Hartfield families,in which one of the Hart- 
fields was cut and shot so that he died. His 
friends banded together, caught three of the 
McCoys, tied therm to trees ‘and shot them to 
death. More bloodshed is expected, as the 
families are numerous and vindictive.

Conogs, N. Y., August 14—The Harmony 
mills to-day have lost ground. The Ogden, 
Strong dnd No. 2 mills are unable to start 
their wheels. In the No. 1 mills the weavers 
were reduced to three in number,and at the 
Mastadon mill only two spinners reported. 
In the latterasmall gain in weavers isciaimed. 
The strikers to-day received from the central 
laboruniona promise of financial aid andin 
consequence are jubilant. The ostracim of 
the so-called scabs, is the strongest weapons 
of the strikers, and it is enforced to the ex- 
treme. The next movement on the part of 
the mill managers is awaited with interest. 
They claim that consideration is exhausted 
ami aggressive measures are consequently 
looked for. The stay outs are masters of the 
situation to day.

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THE TRIAL OF GARLAND 


Charged With the Murder of Addison—A Sensations’ 
Case. 

MEHERRIN, Va., August 14.—The announce- 
ment that Richard B. Garland, who shot and 
killed Joseph Addison, of. Baltimore, in an 
impromptu duel, fought near Weddeburn’s 
saw millon the 14th of last July, was to be 
arraigned for trial to-day at Lunnenburg court 
house, attracted an immense crowd of people, 
who came from every-section of the country. 
At 11 o’clock the grand jury, on which there 
were five colored men, were sworn 
and = sent to their room, After 
an hour's consultation they reported 
a true bill in the case of R. B. Garland, who 
murder. At 1 o clock the 
court took arecess fordinner. The court re- 
convened at 2 o’clock, when Garland was 
brought from jail into the court room. The 
prisoner is about 27 years of age, a native of 
Lunnenburg county. Dr. John R. Garland, 
father of the accused, occupied a seat next to 
him. On = arraignment Garland pleaded 
not = guilty. Of’ the 48 jurymen 
surnmoned 24 had expressed an opinion and 
were rejected as incompetent jurors. . During 
the caHing of the venire in Garland’s case, the 
grand jury came into court and reported 
true bills in the cases of W. W. Seawall and 
Jno. Roche, charged as principals in the kill- 
ing of Addison and indicted forthe murder of 
Garland. The jury was next called and the 
examination of witnesses commenced at ten 
minutes to three thisafternvou. There are 23 
witnesses to be examined, 16 yor tlie prosecu- 
tién and 7 forthe defense, the presecution 
being conducted by G. C. Orgain, common- 
wealth attorney, ..ucdge Drury, A. Hinton, of 
Petersburg, and Archibald H. Taylor, of Bal- 
timore.

ALL ABOUT ARABI. 


THE PORTE CONSULTING THE 
HIGH PRIES'S OF ISLAM. 


Arabi Not a Rebel if He Acted Under the Eoran, But 
“ He is One if He Did'Not—Decorating the Cher. 
if’s Brother—Diecharging Christian Sur- 
geons and Employing Mussalmens. 


ConstTantayopLe, August 14.—The ministers 
sat throughout the night discussing the terms 
of the. proclamation against Arabi Pasha. 
Lord Dufferin telegraphed to Lendon the 
porte’s modifications of the military conven- 
tion, and Lord* Granville sent a re 
ply accepting them. Dervisch Pasha 
is mentioned as the Turkish member of the 
future international commission to consider 
measures for the protection of the Suez canal, 
which commission will perform functions 
similar to those of the Danubian com mission. 
The Anglo-Turkish military convention has 


not yet been arranged. The _ sulitan has 
not yet given his approval to the re- 
ports submitted. by the ministers 
on Saturday. The draft: of the convention 
proposed by England differs in several par- 
ticulars from the Ottoman dreft. There is no 
idea of giving the khedive command of the 
British and Turkish troops in Egypt. 
Aonolerefik, brother to Thessein Pasha, for- 
merly cheriff of Mecca, who was lately assas- 
sinated, has received the decoration of the 
order of Oymanie. The decoration has caused 
a sensation. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from Con- 
stantinople, says stringent orders have -been 
sent to the governors of Beyreut, Damascus 
and Aleppo, to take exceptional care to se- 
cure public order, and prevent an outbreak of 
the natives: A correspondent writing from 
Beyreut, says events in Egvpt are greatly in- 
fluencing the Syrian Musselmans. The situa- 
tion is such that a trifling incident would 
suffice to set the whole province ablaze. 

The Daily News has the following dispatch 
from Constantinople: The resolution to pro- 
claim Arabi Pasha a rebel was _ reached 
oniy after a_ protracted discussion be- 
tween the palace clique and the ministerial 
party. The grand vizier and the minister of 
foreign affairs insisted on the necessity for 
the proclamation and declared that war with 
England would be a terrible calamity for 
Turkey, because Russia was ready 
to march into Asia Minor and 
Austria to march on Salonica. Arabi Pasha 
has been invited to lay down his arms, and 
until a reply is received from him the procla- 
mation will not become official. The Mussul- 
man jurists, whom the sultan frequently con- 
sults, explain that Arabi Pasha, in so far as 
he destroyed the caliph, is a rebel and may 
be unceremoniously treated as such, but in 
so far as he has’ been the _ delenader 
of a Mohammedan country against the ag- 
gressive designs of the Christians, he has 
merely fulfilled the duties of a good Mussul- 
man, and consequently the caliph cannot 
make common cause with England. The sultan 
may punish Arabi Pasha if some ac: of 
rebellion is proved against him, but he must 
not associate himself with those who wish to 
crush Arabi Pasha as defender of Islam. 
This will greatly inflaence Turkish military 
action. 

The Constantinople corréspondent of the 
Daily News says, an important indication of 
the spirit which animates the porte in send- 
ing troons to Egypt is found in the fact 
that twenty Christian medical men who had 
been appointed to accompany the Egyptian 
expedition, and who had received pay and 
made preparation for departure, were stopped 
at the last moment and their places supplied 
by Mussulimans. 


THE GERMANS DISMISSED. 


Charch Services ta Alexandria—A Vigilance Commit- 
tee Formed. 

ALEXANDRIA, August 14.—General Alison 
having written to the commander of the Ger- 
man gunboat Lebicht, that security can now 
be guarded in Alexandria, the German sailors 
who have been guarding the German hospital 
were yesterday withdrawn. This removes the 
last foreign landing party exercised by themy 
The Daily News has the following: News has 
just been received of a skirmish to the 
westward of Alexandria, beyond 
Meks forts. The sailors and ‘marines 
stationed there drove a number of Arabs 
back with thefire of a small field piece.

Falling in the United States, Me Seeks Sympathy Ia 
Eurepe.

President barrios, dictator of Guatemala, 
sails to-day for Europe, with his wife ar 
some of the unfortunate persons who consti- 
tute bis suite, on board of the steamer Celtic. 
A great mystery has been made of the dicta- 
tor’s departure, chiefly, it is understood, be- 
cause General Barrios has been uneasy as to ° 
his personal safety ever since he reached New 
York, on account of the presence here of sun-_ 
dry exiled Guatemalans who have personal 
wrongs and outrages to settle with him Sa 
great has been his alarm on this account that 
be has not ventured out of the house since ba 
came back from Washington. The dictators 
intention is to leave bis young children here 
until his return’ from Europe, whic is fixed 
now for the beginning of October. His oldest 


-son by his first wife, Venencio Barrios, re- 


mains in Guatemala, where he is watching the 
depositaries of his father’s absolute power. 
General Barrios has been concocting, with 
the aid of his minister to Mexico, Mr. 
Herrara, whom he summoned here shortly 
after his arrival, a scheme for the settlement 
of the vexed question with Mexico concerning 
Chiapss and Soconusco. It is most important 
for Barrios to get this question settled, if he 
possivly jcan, as he is bent on raising a loan 
either in London or Paris, and he can borrow 
no money if the shadow of a war with Mexico 
hangs over him. The failure of Mr, Logan 
the late United States minister to Central 
America to get the pretty project carried out 
which Mr. Blaine be A of negotiating a 
loan of $5,000,000 under an American 
guarantee based on the annexation. of Cenh- 
tral America has. left General Barrios badly 
pinched. ‘His wratu against Logan is ir: s 
mendous. He denounces the late United 
States minister in the most violent terms, and 
asserts that he paid Logan’s expenses for com- 
ing to the United States and beught his fur- | 
niture ata fabulous price solely in order to 
secure the great-annexation-guarantee loan 
aforesaid. In his excitement the dictator has 
been not only disagreeble but dangerous for 
several days past. He has actually beaten one 
of his officers with a stick since he came here, 
and the violence and indecency of his 
general conduct may be inferred from the 
flatrefusalof so quietand philosophic aCen- 
tral American statesman as Dr. Lorenzo Mon- 
tufar any longer to put up with his insolence 
and brutality. It is probable that he will find 


_England and France no more tractable than 


the United States. The English have not for- 
gotten how he suffered an English consul, Mr. 
Magee, to be brutally bastinadoed by one of 
his creatures at San Jose de Guatemala, nor 
the French how he only last year protected 
certain ruffians of his force who fell foul of 
the secretary of the French legation,M. Pilet. 
The total funded debt of Guatemala, chiefly 
Leid in England, is between seven and eight 
millions of dollars, including the old debt 
contracted fifty years ago, and now mainly 
represented by Thomson, Bonar & Co., of 
London. It is the belief of those who are in 
the confidence of Barrios that he expects to 
induce the holders of old Guatemala obli 
tions to help him raise his new loan by offer- 
ing them a handsome percentage on the oper- 
ation.

ANARCHY IN PERU. 


The Chillan Troops Harrassed by Bands of Irregular 
Peruviana. 

New York, August 14.—The steamer 
Acapulco, from Aspinwall, brings Panama 
news to the 5th instant. Advices from Peru 
states that the Cnilian garrisons and expedi- 
tionary forces are being gradually withdrawn 
from the interior and are greatly harrasseg on 
their way to Lima by small parties of Mon- 
terios and irregular native troops. The mis- 
conduct of the Chilian expeditionary 
forces seems to have turned the whole 
population against him. Great alarm is felt 
in Lima among the natives and toreigners 
consequent on the action of the irregulars in 
the interior. It is feared that the Chilian 
people may compel the governmert to adopt 
severe measures of retaliation. It issaid that 
the Lima garriso:: will be increased from 3,000 
to 12,000 men, and no detachment will be 
kept in the interior in future. 


A Fatal Explosion. 

Lonpon, August 14.—By the accidental ex- 
plosion of a barrel of gun powder in a trades- 
man’s shop, near a school house in Grodno 
Russia, almost all the children in the school 
house, who are Jews, were killed. A large 
number of bodies have been taken from the 
ruins, The windows and doors of the church 
and other buildings in the neighborhood were 
shattered.

SAVANNAH, August 8+—There are many 
persons who visit the ‘‘forest city’’ of Georgia 
and thousands throngh Georgia and adjoin-

ing states who never visit, and know little of 
her resources, commercial advantages, popu- 
lation, wealth and beauty; but they turn 
their footsteps to north Georgia and other 
places of resort, seeking health and amuse- 
ment, while Savannah is heaithy, and has 
many places of amusement, where hundreds 
frequent daily such places as Tybee to enjoy 
surf bathing, the refreshing sea breeze, rides 
and strolis along the beady, Isle of Hope for 
boat races, Battery Park foNdancing. All of 
these and many other plaves are accessible by 
rail or boat at a small expense. Al- 
though the city has been ravaged by 
the fiendish stroke of Sherman’s | army, 
scourged by the terrible yellow fever epi- 
demic, thousands of dollars’ worth of prop 
erty cast to debris by storms, she, undera 
wise municipal authority, 
capitalists at the helm, steadily and surely 
she ascends the scale of wealth,

however, now ranking foremost in commerce 
and second largest cotton port in the union, 
while the naval stores trade gives employ- 
ment to thousands, lading hundreds of vessels 
with this commodity.

A BRIGHT BUSINESS PROSPECT. 
Nothing occurred during the past week to 
serivusly mar the harvest prospects. It is rea- 
sonably certain that it is to be a year of 
plenty. There isa surplus of oats in nearly 
every state—so much of a surplus that the 
wise men say it will affect the price of wheat. 
The wheat crop of the country is now put at 
a minimum of 500 million bushels. The 
maximum of the estimators extends up to 
600 million of bushels. The department of 
agriculture says the yield will be ‘‘at least”’ 
131% bushels an acre, and if this is so, the crop 
will considerably exceed 500,000,000 bushels, 
At any rate the surplus will be immense— 
probably 200 millions bushels. In 1880 we 
exported 149,453,771 bushels, and nearly eight 
millions barrels of flour; and the latest re- 
ports indicate a foreign demand that will 
absorb even 200 millions bushels at fair 
prices. Egypt will have no surplus this year, 
and the surplus of Brazil, if any, will be very 
small. The crop of England will not bea 
good one, and the continental crops do not 
look well, Hungary alone excepted. The 
Russian surplus will not. be heavy. These 
facts are important because we are import- 
ing much more than we are exporting. 
In July we imported goods to the value of 
$43,791,718, while our exports were only $29,- 
912, 764. It will take several months of heavy 
exports to check and turn this adverse current 
of trade, and our heavy surplus of wheat be-

COAL PRODUCTS. 
ce 


Sources of Yield, Prices Paid and Future Frosvects— 
The Railroad Situation Reviewed—Settlement 
of Differential Rates Agre:¢d Upon— 
The Florida Railroads. 


The following facts concerning the coal 
vnining industry of the southern states were 
collected from census bulletin No,.273, by 
Professor Henry E. Colton, geologist and in- 
spector of mines for the bureau of agrianu)- 
ture, statistics, mines and immigration: 

In Alabama coal was nrined in nine coun- 
‘ties at nineteen mines and the total value of 
the product for the census year was $476,911; 
the value of the material used in the mines 
was $55,533, and wages paid $528,788; 
employed above and below ground, 1,475; boys 
under sixteen years of are, 38; steam of 
4125 horse power used and all machinery 
asecd, valued at $46,406. During the 
census year $11,100 worth of powder was used, 
and $111,500 employed as working capital; the 
value of the plant was estimated at $270,883; 
the real estate valned at $323,475, and the 
total capital employed stated at $750,808, At- 
tached to the establishments there are 155 
acres of coal land worked our, 

Arkansas had fourteen collieries, 
ine 120 men, 

Georgia had two establishments in one 
county, employing 442 men and a capital of 
$441,745, and had worked out 72 acres of coal 
land.

has 65 collieries, employing 
2,826 hands, using $296,000 as working c apit. <i 
with a local invested capital of $1,047,637, and 
had worked out 1,235 acres of coal land. 

(Coal was mined in Tennessee in 9 counties, 
at 20 collieries, at which 692 men were em- 
ployed under ground and 242 above; 95 boys 
under 16 above ground and 62 under, making 
a total of 1,002. There were 6 steam engines 
employed having 132 horse power. All the 
running machinery was valued at $10,750, 
and $11,062 worth of powder was used. The 
sum of $65,750 was employed as working capi- 
tal, and the vajue of plant was estimated at 
$415,571, the real estate at $1,222,747, making 
a total invested capital of $1,703,968. A roy- 
alty of $35,590 is paid in this state, which is 
much more than any other southern state. 

Pennsylvania has a capital of 57,855,764 in- 
vested in bituminous coal mines and pays a 
royalty of $728,735 on 5,090,816 tons. 

West Virginia paid for royalty $111,808 on 
724,951 tons. 

Alabama pays 16 cents royalty per ton; 
West Virginia l5; Georgial2'3; Keygtucky 
14, and Tenyessee higher than all others, goes 
to 25 The cost of labor per ton in Tennes- 
see is G8 cents, in Alabama $1.02; in Georgia 
in Pennsylvania, 60, and in West 
72. Tennessee raised 457.90 tons 

Alabama, 216.15; Georgia, 345.87; 
West Virginia, 409.582, and Pennsylvania 
514, Maryland exceeded all with 651.28 
Maryland also lost 12 per cent. of the year in 
strikes. Tennessee ranks e eventh in the bi- 
tuminous coal producing states, being ranked 
in the south by West Virginia and hen- 
tucky.

A knotty question was settled to-day at 
meeting of the representatives of the roads ai 
F’ink’s office. This is the proper allowance of 
differential passenger busin 
tween New York and Cincinnati. There were 
present General Passenger Agents Lord, 
the Baltimore and Ohio; Abbott, of the Erie, 
and Wood, of Pennsylvania. ©. Lb. Meeker, 
yeneral passenger ageat of the New York Cen- 
tral, was not present, his assistant appearing 
in his place. Some months ago the trunk 
lines, atterthe formation of their passenger 
pool, agreed to establish a differential rate on 
(incinnati business by allowing the Erie and 
New York Central to make rates to that point 
$5.50 less than the’ Pennsylvanja and Balti- 
more and Ohio. To carry this out the last 
named roads were compelled to advance their 
-Cineinnati fares-to $21 50, the two other lines 
keeping the rates at $18. The principle of 
these differential passenger rates rests upon 
that of allowing for the disadvantages as to 
route or facilities on the part of one road com- 
peting with another. ToCincinnati the routes 
of the Baltimore and Ohio and Pennsylvania 
are shotter than those of the New York Central 
and Erie. This principle of differential rates 
was strongly contested in its application un- 
der arrangement between the trunk lines men- 
tioned before. Ever since that arrangement 
much friction has extended its working on 
Cincinnati business. On the Baltimore and 
Ohio it worked a great inconsistency. The 
fare from New York to Indianapolis is $19. 
The only line to the latter place over the 
Baltimore and Ohio is through Cincinnati. 
Hence, ata $19 rate to Indianapolis a large 
opportunity for cutting the $21.50 Cincinnati 
rate was afforded to the Baltimore and Ohio. 
Complaints of the cutting of Cincinnati rates 
by selling passengers Indianapolis tickets 
were frequently made against that road by its 
rivals,
